to take off the wraps just before the contest starts, 
This fools him into thinking morning has come, 

HOW ARE CROWS COUNTED: 

Before the contest, judges are selected to watch 
each rooster or pair of roosters and to record their 
crows, Generally when one rooster crows loudly, 
others follow suit, All rooster crows are counted 
at the same time by the judges, 

HOW ARE PRIZES AWARDED? 

Cash prizes are awarded for the roosters crow- 
ing the most times during a specified 30 minute 
period on the day of the contest, Cash prizes are 
awarded for the most original coop or best prepar- 
ed cage housing a rooster.
